MAY BE POSTPONED 


President's Representative Hopeful That 


Brotherhood Heads Will Defer Strike 
If Congress Passes an Eight Hour Law 
Quickly Enough to Suit Them.

Washington. Aug. 30. — While 


congress mulled orer preventive 
strike legislation today. Judge W. L. 
Chambers, as representative of Pres- 
ident Wilson, took active charge of 
the efforts to force the 'brotherhood 
chiefs to defer action. He said tie 
was hopeful that he would secure a 
postponement of the threatened tie- 


up. 


He declared, following a confer- 


ence with the union leaders, that he 
"felt confident" that the strike 
would not come off next Monday as 
per schedule, 'but he admitted that 
to secure postponement some action 
by congress probably -would be neces- 
sary. 


The action that must come, said 


the mediation chief, is the passage 
immediately, or that assures that it 
will be passed, of the eight hour law 
and the lair creating a commission 
to Investigate the methods of making 
it effective. 
If this is done, then, 


Judge Chambers believes, the broth- 
erhoods will abandon the proposed 
strike.

ed directly by the president to defer 
action but that they would not defin- 
itely determine their course until af- 
ter they have had opportunity to find 
out exactly what congress intends 
to do. 


No effort was" made to minimize 


- the gravity of the outlook today. The 


brotherhood representatives, and the 
committees of. managers and execu- 
tives conferred mysteriously togeth- 
er. They maintained •nu'Mirlv th°1'- 
•stand pat" attitude and refused to 
admit that anything might develop 
to change the situation. 


Mean-while Democratic congres- 


sional leaders have appealed to Pres- 
ident \Vilson to issue an appeal to 
the brotherhood membership to with- 
draw the strike order. The execu- 
tive has this proposal under consid- 
eration and probably will do so as a 
late resort. If he acts, he will do it 
on the ground of public policy -and 
Til! call the attention of the various 
unions to the fact that their inter- 
ests will be safe in the hands of con- 
gress.

increase the Interstate Commerce 
Commission from seven to nine mem- 
bers has slumbered for months. The 
administration plan contemplating 
forcing this bill out of the commit- 
tee and attaching to it the presi- 
dent's eight hour day law, and his 
proposals for the intervention in ail 
future strike controversies by a gov- 
ernment commission were considered 
by a conference 
of congressional 


leaders, which 'began last night when 
the president laid his demands 'be- 
fore Speaker Clark, Majority Leader 
Kitchin, and 
Republican 
Leader 


'Mann, were continued today in an 
effort to speed up the slow-moving 
legislative machinery. The leaders, 
however, were pessimists as to the 
(possibility of forcing through the 
house and senate, under rush orders, 
the elaborate program laid down toy 
the president.

put his program through the senate, 
the house would agree to the meas- 
ures without delay, unit the senate 
leaders were doubtful of. their abil- 
ity to put the program through Tie- 
fore the brotherhoods strike order 
becomes effective on iMonday.
